A BILL ENTITLED
AN ACT concerning
Budget - Reductions to Appropriations — Level Funding for Fiscal Year 2013

FOR the purpose of reducing certain State education funding for fiscal year 2013;
reducing certain public safety, personnel, transportation, environment, health,
and education appropriations for fiscal year 2013; and generally relating to
reductions to appropriations for fiscal year 2013 that result in level funding of
appropriations from fiscal year 2012 to fiscal year 2013.

Section 5-202(a)(13)
Annotated Code of Maryland
(2008 Replacement Volume and 2011 Supplement)

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Education
5-202.
(a) (13) “Target per pupil foundation amount” means:
(1) In fiscal years 2008, 2009, and 2010, $6,694;

(i1)  Except as provided in items (ii1) and (iv) of this paragraph,
in subsequent fiscal years:

1. The target per pupil foundation amount for the prior
fiscal year increased by the same percentage as the lesser of:

A. The increase in the implicit price deflator for State
and local government expenditures for the second prior fiscal year;

2. If there is no increase in the implicit price deflator for
State and local government expenditures for the second prior fiscal year or in the
Consumer Price Index for all urban consumers for the Washington—Baltimore
metropolitan area, or any successor index, for the second prior fiscal year, the target
per pupil foundation amount for the prior fiscal year;

(1i1) In fiscal year 2012, $6,694; [and]
(iv) IN FISCAL YEAR 2013, $6,650; AND
(V)  In each of fiscal years [2013 through] 2014 AND 2015:

1. The target per pupil foundation amount for the prior
fiscal year increased by the same percentage as the lesser of:

A. The increase in the implicit price deflator for State
and local government expenditures for the second prior fiscal year;

B. The Consumer Price Index for all urban consumers for
the Washington—Baltimore metropolitan area, or any successor index, for the second
prior fiscal year; or

C. 1%; or

2. If there is no increase in the implicit price deflator for
State and local government expenditures for the second prior fiscal year or in the
Consumer Price Index for all urban consumers for the Washington—Baltimore
metropolitan area, or any successor index, for the second prior fiscal year, the target
per pupil foundation amount for the prior fiscal year.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That:

(a) In this section, “Budget Bill” means the Budget Bill for Fiscal Year 2013
as enacted during the 2012 Regular Session (Chapter 148 of the Acts of 2012).

(b)  The appropriations for fiscal year 2013 for the following purposes that
were included in the Budget Bill are reduced by the amounts indicated below:
